Then Nelly Simpfon went away, and, fome fhort time after, 
Mr Anderfon returned to Edinburgh. How ditrent are thefe from 
many of the other declarations? Truth is fimple, and eafily told. 1f 
Mr Anderfon had any crintinal defigns, would he have,told his name, 
office, &e. and held this converiation, fhort as it was, ia fo public a 
manner? Surely not. 

The letters thall he afterwards takén notice of; for, in this period 
of the procefs, no ftrefs was laid on them—and their hiftory will be 
given iv one view. , 

In this ftate, the proof, was brought before the Synod in Oftober 
hit, when they pronounced the following fentence ; after long reafon- 
ing, there being fuch a variety of fentiments as could not bé compre- 
hended in one ftate af a vote, agreed that two votes fhould be put. 
The firft,  A@irt of reverte the fentence of the Prefbytery of Glat= 
** gow complained of, and appealed from?” ‘Then a fecond, that, in 
cafe it fhould carry reverfe, the queftion fhould be pnt, “ ‘Vhat in re- 
** gard Mr Anderfon’s having called oceafionally at Helen Simpfon's 
** houfe has given offence to fome petfons in his parifh, they admo- 
“ nith him to avoid fuch occa‘ion of offence for the time to come.” 
The roll. was then called upon the firtt, “ affirm, or reverfe?” and 
votes being marked, it carried Keverfes and being called upon the fe- 
cond, * Admonith, or not?” the votes being marked, it carried, by 
a majority, Admonifh, And, therefore, “the Synod did, and heveby 

do, reverfe the fentence of the Prefbytery of Glafgow complained 
** of and appealed from, and admonith Mr Anderfon, that in regard 
his having called occafionally at Helen Simpton’s houfe, has given 
offence to fome perfons in his parith, to avoid fuch occation of offence 
for the time to come.” 

This fentence was pronounced by fo great a majority, that only four 
minifters voted againtt it, and above twenty-feven members of ‘Synod 
were prefent. ‘ 

It has always been contended that fentence was final, for the follow- 
ing fhort reafons: 

ft, This decifion related to the whole fama againft. Mr Anderfon, 
and not to any particular part of it; and I may add, that the fama was 
the fame then that it is now. 

adly, This decifion was founded on the fame evidence which is now 
offered. 

adly, ‘This decifion was underftood by the Fudges to be final.—It was 
fo underftood by the Synod, for they infiQed a cenfure, which is ne- 
ver done but after final fentences. And here I will add, that it was 
with a view to end this affair, more than from a conviétion even of im- 
prudence, that the admonition was given. 

4thly, This decifion was underitood to be final by all she Parties; for 
Mone of them exprefled their difapprobation of it by appeal to this 
Houle, which they might have done, and would Have done, if they 
had not thought, that the fentence of the Synod ought oe ps final. 

On the ad December, a libel was pretented to the Pre ytery, con- 
taining many heavy accuiations againft Mr Anderfon of diffrent 
kinds, not only ser uling imet.opxcrime, byt of anotherof a.eriini- 
nal nature, falfe nood, and forgery. On the ewe hand it was urged, 

That the fama, with refpect to adultery, was already enquired ineey 
and judged in by the Synod. 

That the other crime of forgery does not come under the cognizance 
of Kirk Courts, in the firft inftance. 

That it was not competent to the fubfcribers of the libel to libel 
any minifter of this Church; for, as many of them are of another com- 
munion, they defpife thofe centures whicl are the oaly punithment the 
Charch can infliét on falfe and malicious accuters. 

That they had declined to libel Mr Anderfon when they were call- 
ed on by the Prefbytery to do it—and left the Preibytery to proceed 
in another mode of inveftigation. 

That thefe very perfons had conduéted and direéted the whole of the 
Prefbyterial enquiry, and aéted as purfuers in every particular. 

That it appeared from the Prefbyterial enquiry, that thefe libellers 
had ufed mott unlawful praétices, in corrupting Witneffes in this caute ; 
—and had difcovered fuch fymptoms of malice, and want of prisciple, 
that they ought not to be admitted as profceutors. 

That the libel itfel€ was not relevant as laid, Time and Place not 
being {pecified. 

"Fhat the Liftof Witnefles was by no means admiffible. 1. Helen 
Simpfon—as a partner of the fuppofed guilt, could only be admitted as 
a-declarant, by the rales of this Church 3 and the Prefhytery are alreae 
dy poffeffed of her declaration. She has befides confefled malice—had 
judicially, repeatedly, and in child-bed, acquitted Mr Anderfon ; and 
has been feduced, by bribery, and other undue influence, to become 
an accufer. 

2. Margaret Provand had been condemned to be hanged, but re 
ccived his Majefty’s pardon, on condition of being banifhed to Ameri- 
ca for the term of her natural life; from which place the had found 
means to return tc Britain. 

3. Lobel Stirling was a moft execrable proftitute, and had beencon- 
vidted before the Prefbytery ofadultery and perjury. R 

4. Agnes Erfkine, mother to Helen Simpfon,’ who had-emitted an 
inconfiftent falfe declaration before the Prefbytery—in which the is 
contradi¢ted by her own hutband, and evidently in concert with her daugh- 
der. 

In oppofition to thefe objetions it was urged by the Majority, That 
this was not the time for confidering thefe objections; they would fall 
to be confidered after Mr Anderfon was ferved with the libel: ‘This 


- had at leaft the appearance of an anfwer—and the Synod, as well as 


the Prefbytery, have admitted this mode of procedure—they referved 
the confideration of thefe objections till they came to the relevancy of 
the libel.—But, how much will you be farprifed to hear that majority 
of the Prefbytery of Glafgow, who cried at the firtt ftep of the pro- 
cefs, “ it is too foon to confider the objedtioris,” crying in the fecond 
ftep, ‘it is too late.”—That this is really the cafe, appears from the 
fecond reafon of appeal from the fentence of lait Synod, in which they 
reprefent the Synod a3 acting inconfiftently, without. wifdom or propriety, 
and as placing themfelves in a ludicrous pojat of view,—becaule they ad- 
mitted a libel, but reprobated this libel. Now, Sir, they will not at- 
tend to the diftin@ion between @ libel in general, and shis libel in parti- 
cular, though it was a diltinétion made by the mfelves. They feem to 
be very ill pleafed that thefe objections met with any attention firlt or 
lat: They were all over-ruled by the Prefbytery, who found the tibel 
to be formal, relevant, competent, and repelled every obje€ion againit 
the libellers and witnefles. Upon this Mr Anderfon aypealed to the 
Synod; and, as the meeting of Synod was near, the macter of the ap- 
peal of great importance to him, and asthe Prefbytery were divided in 
their opinions, it was expeéted that the Pre fbytery would pay fome Fes 
gardto the rule in the Form of Proce!s concerning appeals, viz. that 
they thould fit the execution of the fentence appealed from.—Put ia 
this we were miltaken; they. confidered the aét 1732 as permitting 
them to go forward to a finial fentence. ‘This was com} lained of as un- 
conftitutional arid unjuft, and as bearing peculiarly hard on Mr An- 
derfon, as he was then cireumftanced,

When Helen Simpton was-héfofeithe Seftort of Gorbals; he accifed . 


James Rofé a finnggler, as being father of her child, and, iv fuppert 
of her accufation, the prodweed five letters from this James: Rofe, 
Chefe letters were received ty the Seflion, and confidered by them 
both in Court and by a Comnnittee. « The produttion of them was 
marked; and they, with the reft of the canfe, weve tranfmitted to the 
Prefbytery of Glafyow, who proneunced judgment upon it. 

In the courfe of the Pre(byterial enquiry +h ce letters weit introde- 
formerly produced by Helena Sintpfon. They lay among the Prefbyte- 
ry spapers, but were confidered asof no importance by the, Prefbytes 
ry.——When they gave judgniént omthe caufe in September lat, they 
werefcarcely mentioned ;—but, in the libel, they are founded on as 4 
forgery of Mr Anderfon’s. " Now, Sir, concerniae thefe letters I have 
to obferve, 1/7, ‘That they are-all fabricated in a very unnatural hand. 
ea, That the writing bears no fort of refemblance to Mr Anderion’s 
writing, except in the formation of one or two letters, where the re- 
fe mblance to his hand appears evidently ittudied. 3d, That the two 
letters which appeared before the Seffion and Pre fbytery,. have prddu- 
cea @ dbrd letter, evidently writth by the fame hand with the other 
two, though this ictrerts figned F2mmes Inge, anJ pives aarmgeoant of 
James Rote's death, This letter was neyer fen or heard of, till it ap- 
peared in the hands of the Managers >—and the quettion {s, How it 
cime mto cxijtene?—Even fuppofing that the two letters from James 


| Rofe are the fime with thofe before the Seffion;—yet, who gave being 


to the third letter? Not Mr Anderfon ; for be had no end to ferve by 
ts it never was produced by him..—Even fuppofing him guilty, this 
letter could in no refpect be of ufe to him; yet no man will be guilty 
of forgery, who has no end to ferve by it. Even fuppofing Mr An- 
cerfon guilty, he had no conceivable end to ferve by the forgery of the 
third letter; yet this third letter, giving am account of James Rote’s 
death, is evidently the fame kind of writing with the ‘other two,— 
And how do the libellers prépbfe to prove, that thefe letters are fabri- 
cated by Mr Anderion?—by calling as witnefles writers of very differ- 
eat characters to {wear to a matter of mere opinion, that they think 
there is a vefemblance between the foot of the capital J. and the tail 
of the capital R. in thefe letters, and in Mr Anderiun’s mode of wri- 
ting. Could we, Sir, as judges, build our opinion on fitch evidence ? 
Would we not fay, Shew us the letters; we ‘will compare them with 
Mr Anderfon’s hand-writing ourfelves, and. judge upon out own opi- 
mons, rather than upon the opinion of any other man whatever ?— 
But, fays Mr Ifat to the Prefbytery, 1, will not thew you the letters; 
they are inthe regilter of probative writs; you may get extracts of 
them.—What! are the Prefbytery to inttitute a compsratio literarum 
upon extratts? ‘This is ridiculous indeed.—But thefe Caters Mr Ifat 
will not give up, though he had been repeatedly required to do f by 
the Prefbytery; nay, though he had given an obligation to that pur- 
pofe under his own hand; yetvhe is pofitive, and will neither allow Mr 
Anderfon or the Prefbytery to fee thefe letters } fo that’ Mr Anderfon 
is cut off from his excu! pation as far as they can go.—Upon Mr liat’s 
refuful to produce the letter’, according to juttice, and his own obli- 


_ gation, the Prefbytery fifted procedure; and Mr Hat spreded, but

did not lodge his reafons in due time. Byt, though he did net profe- 
cute his appeal, the Prefbytery did not renew thicir réquifition, nor 
take any ftep to force him to produce them.—They now waited for 
the Synod, which they refuted to do on Mr Anderfon’sappeal, theagh 
it was regularly infiffed in, and Mr Let's was not.

It has been faid without doors, Why does Mr Anderfon fhun a trial. 
If he is innocent, his innocence wil! be difplayed.—A libel is a privi- 
lege; and his avoiding a trial is the (trepgett fymptom of his guilt. 
This argument has been. much infifted on by some; I fhall, therefore, 
mention a few facts, which will explain the tte ftate of that matter. 

Mr Anderfon was fo far from fhunning a trial, that he urged it re 
peatedly ; art, duriag the courfe of the Pretbytery’s enquiry, he pa- 
tiently fubmitted to the moft difadvantageons fitnation, in order that 
the Prefbytery might proceed.—He was déprived of all the privileges 
of a party ; yet he bore it.—-H- withdrew a complaint and an appeal, 
upon the fuggeftion of the Prefbytery, that every hindrance to their 
proceedings might be removed. ‘Thee things appear from the records 
of the Prefbytery. 

But, to put this matter beyond all. doubt ; to convince this Affem- 
bly, and the whole world, that be did not fhua a trial, he,refers the 
Affembly to his conduét,during the enquiry... Mr Anderion has, taken 
a ftep which clearly defines his own views, and thofe of his libellers; 
1am forry to add, that it likewife difeovertd the views of the Pre/by- 
tery. . . : 

At a pro re nata méeting of the Pre(bytery, upon the 24th April latt, 
Mr Anderfon laid before them the following propofals : 

‘« Heagrees that the Prefbytery thall proceed immediately in this pro- 
cefs, notwith{tanding of the fentence of the Synod, rejecting the libel, 
upon thefé conditions :

“« 3dly, That the Prefbytery fhall hear and judge, in the firit in- 
ftance, of any objection that may be made againft any of the other 
witnefles to be adduced on either fide in the cauite. 

* gibly, That the Prefbytery will fini the proof before the mect~ 
ing of the next General Affembly.” 

John Izat, who had been advegtifed of this meeting, and had got a 
expy of the above propofals fent him, wrote the Preibytery, that he 
and the other managers were all of opinion, that the propofals were 9/ 
fuch a nature as they, in juftice, could not agree to. The Prefbytery 
gave this judgment, “ That, confidering the circumftattces of this cafe, 
that the fentences of the Synod, in this caufe, have been appealed 
from, and complained of, to the General Affembly, and that the 
bellers refafe to agree to the propofals, it is not in their power to pro- 
ceed any further in this affair at prefent, according to the propofals 
laid before them.” ; 

As to the plan mentioned by fuch of the members who were for ex- 
amining the witnefles, excepted to in the above propofal, cum nota, I 
mutt obferve, that though that method may do very well in the civil 
courts, this I know, that i. numerous and popular jadicatories, the 
nota goes for nothing. ihe elders in Presbyteries and synods will take 
for proof whatever they hears and this.has been woefully’ felt by Mr 
Anderfon in the prefent café, Even learned men heve built their juda- 
ments upon the teftimoni¢s of the mott abandoned cBaracters, and the 
moft inconfiftent feli-contradidory teftimonies. And’ therefore I con- 
clade, that, in Church courts, ft ts exceedingly dangerous to admit ae 
ny evidence not entithed to credit—and, its this civfe, has done inere- 
dible miichief to Mr Anderfon. ;

Towards the end of la January, many fhocks of an

ed till the 17th of May, when it fuddealy ceafed. Ls 
On the 8th about noon, the mountaiti received a violent 
thock, accompanied by a fubterraneous noife, and at fix 
o’clock in the evening opened at the foot of an old extin- 
guilhed volcano, called moné Framento, near the confines of 
the fecond region of Etna, «The fire burit forth like a river, 
and falling into a neighbouring valley, called del Udienza, 
it ran the {pace of half a I¢ague in an initant in the plaia 
del Carpintero and delle Madre del Fava, aad from thence 
precipitated into the valley Wel Neve, where it rofe to the. 
height of roo feet. At ‘nihe o’clock, the mountain open- 
ed in two places lower doway on the growl named ff Seo- 
perti Dipaterno. "The openings being very near each other, 
foon fell into one, the fire of which bent weftward, where 
the firft lava flowed, and’the three other joined in the piain 
de Santi, and ran together for a third part of a mile, when 
the fivit feparated again, and continued its courfe alone in 
the valley wef Udienza, where it full flows, though more 
lowly than‘at firlt, threatening deftruction to del Melia and 
the land da Cavalier, beloaging to the Benedictines of Ca- 
tania. 

‘he two other lavas bent their courfe towards Afont Par- 
mentelli, the bale of which they furrounded, forming an en- 
clofure near two miles in breadth, and from thence pafled 
on the eait fide of Afont del Mazzeo extending along the 
vineyards of Ragalua, and after having flowed three leagues 
{topped on the 25th of May. The greateft extenfion of 
this branch was, in breadth, about a mile, and five fect 10 
height. ’ 

On the night of the 26th, a new opening was mae at 
the foot of Mont Parmentelli in the middle of the Lava. — 
This volcano, for the fpace of an hour, threw up ftones of 
a prodigious fize, and ata very great height. ‘The fire at 
length gained a paffige, and divided into two branches, one 
of which owed to the weit of Mont del Mazzeo, which it 
inclofed ; the other directed its courfe through the woods 
and vineyarda ot Regalua, where it extended about a 
league. — 

At the end of five days, the fire feemed to abate. It 
advanced very flowly, but its approaches foon became more 
fenfible, and, on the sth of this month, it flowed in fuch 
quantities froin the laft openiag, that the arm of the lava, 
which was thes but thirty fect wide, was increafed to fifty 
in half an hour, and it continues to this day with the fame 
violence ; but, as the top of the lava is cooled, it now flows 
on its furface, vilingto the height of thirty feet, turning it 
up on the fides; fothat if the refiltance it meets with checks 
its progrefs, it increafes it exceedingly ia breadth, and pre- 
duces the fame dettruétive confequences. 

On the furface of this lava, they have obferved through 
its whole extent, balls of fire of various colours, accor- 
ding to the different quantities of bitumen, fulpour, ar- 
fenic, and'vitriol, of which the mafs is compofed ; and with 
which, according to the analy fis made by the chymitts, they 
abound. 

The damage caufed by the prefent eruption is eftimated 
at 40,000 Sicilian crowtis; but it is feared that it will be 
much more confiderable very fuon, the lava ftill directing its 
courfe towards Paterno, frown which it is now only eight 
miles diftant, and this cowntry is the richeft and beft cultiva- 
ted of any about Mount Z2rha.

We are informed that Mr Alderman Townfend and Col. 
Barre, on their return from aa excurlion to Norfolk, were 
both in a phacton driving into an inn-yard, but turning 
fhort, they were overturned, whereby Mr Townfend had 
his arm broke in two places, one above, and the other be- 
low the elbow; the Colonel was very much bruifed, and 
carries his arm in a fling, He returned to London on 
Wednefday, aad was the firlt meffeager of the bad news to 
Lady Townfend, on his way to town. The Alderman has 
had his afm fet in both places, and he lies at the inn ina 
fair way. 

The prefent age has been remarkable for the mott ftrange 
and unexpecied revolutions. The firft was an union between 
the Kirk and the Church of Rome, by the treaty between 
France and America; and in coafeqnence of it, the Con- 
greis went in a body to a Catholic chapel in Philadelphia to 
hear a difegurfe delivered by a Catholic ecclefiaftic chaplain 
to Moni. Gerard the French Miniter. — : 

Ayother remarkable revolution was the throwing open 











the trade of Ireland, which had been clofed through a fpi- 
rit of monopoly ; and this revplution was the more furprifing, 
as monopoly is ever averfé to jultice and generofity, and to 
make trading men confent to forget their favourite principle 
of felfifhnefs, may well be deemed a prodigy : to make them 
do fo without a contelt or blood-thed, may well be held next 
to a miracle. — 

But perhaps the mutiny bill which paffed the Great, Seal, 
and was returned to Ireland iw a day or two, isthe mott fur- 
prifing revolution that the prefent century has feen. For by 
that bill the 6th of George the Firk, aflerting the right of 
Englaod to bind Ireland ia all cafes, id in @ great meafure 
repealed, ‘The Irith magittrates, almoft to a man, refufed 
to act under the authority of a law pafled by the Parliament 
of England ; and confequently would wot fied quarters for 
the army when on their march from one gatrifon.to another: 
Vhey juftified their refufab on this ground, that their own 
Parliament never having paffed a law’to compel them to bil- 
let foldiers, they could not, confiftent with their allegiance 
to the King and State of Ireland, pay obedience toa law 
enacted by a foreign legiflature. As no law can in the leatt 
avail if it is not enforced, and’as it cannot. be exforced but 
by the magiflrates, the Irith Adminiftration were obliged 
to fuffer a bill for punithing mutiny and defertion, and ‘for 
the better regulation of the army of Ireland to be brought 
into the Houfe of Commons of that kingdom. The bill 
paffed by an incredible majority, and was. tranfmitted to 
England, where it was imagined it would be fmothered. To 
the altonifhment, however, of all Englandj it has beea fent 
back with his Majefty’s approbation, with this tacit ac- 
knowledgement, that an act of Parliament pafled in Eng- 
laud has not been able to bind Ireland ; and that.the inde- 
pendence of the latter kingdom on any other legiflature but 
it own, is founded on found éontlitational do@rine.

¢ & HIS is a time of public danger. The empire is 

: threatened within and terrified without. Convulfed 
patriotifm has drawn the dagger of liberty, and Court-ty- 
rauny has unfheathed the fword of defpotiltn. Father oppo- 
fes fon in the Senate, and brother fights againit brother in 
the field. The angerof Heaven feems to have reddened the 
thunderbolt of vengeance, and poo: old England appears 
the objet of punifhment. In fxch atime, Sir, when every 
man, woman, and boy, that can wield the pen, level the guns 
or draw the fword, thould ftand forward, permit me tu of- 
fer my humble fentiments, on what I think has occafioned 
thefe unhappy quarrels among ourfelves. 

Civilization was the firft grand object in England; and to 
accomplith this, it became neceflary to fathion the people of 
Great Britain into fome fyltematical mode of politenefs. In 
doing this, they were naturally deprived of many freedoms 
in drefs and converfations and, confequently, by degrees, loft 
their inherent liberty. .'To a man of Roman foul, and there 
were many among us, this wasa deep wound ; and it conti- 
nually cankered From the general obligation which bound us 
to follow the fafhions and manners of our defpotic enemies 
—the French. A few however kept to the old mode of 
drefs. ‘That is, they put on their clothes as they thought 
proper, and changed them as often as they liked. Thefe 
are called PATRIOTS. The other part of the people 

caught up every new fangled gew-gaw, that the frippery 

difpofition of the French wore as ornaments, and when they 

were thrown offin Paris, they were pnt on here. Thofe 

are called COURTIERS. Aud thus, at this moment, the 

whole and fole difference arifes. The truth will however 

more fully appear when I haye given you a few examples to 
ve tion. 

The ftandard by which the complexion of the great body. 
of the people of England can be known is, without one 
doubt to the contrary, allowed by all true Patriots, to be 
the fentiments of a newfpaper. There, Sir, whatever one 
typographical director chofes to fet down under the head of 
WE hear, or WE can with juffice afert, is confidered as the 
unanimous opinion of the accrecate Bony or tre Kine- 
pom. The word we is monarchial in the mouth of a King, 
but when a printer ufes it, the fignification is vox populi. 
Thus, Sir, a new/paper ; U mutt add.the word patristic,-—

duce what conititutes a courtier, and in the following para- 
graph, copied from one of thofe paper-reprefentatives, prove

Hees will not agree with the Irish Brocvue.”’ 

Red beels here fignify that his Lordthip is a courtier, has 
JY ~ ‘been in France, and offends againft the conttitution by de- 
\ parting from the, Englith thoe. Thus arifes a certainty that 
the Irith who wear leather nearly fafhioned with the antient 
mode, as now prattifed in Wales, will not tamely fubmit to 
have his Lordihip as their Viceroy. I have heard grave 
‘people argue on this point, and pofitively affert, that ever

. People that England contains. ; 
‘© ftrengthen this argument I fhall mention how the 
cloaths of another Peer, his Grace of Northumberlond, has 
made him a bad man to his country ; aud how fully they 
’ prove my affertions in refpe& to drefs. Some time fince the 
following appeared in a paper which I believe is now extinét, 
called the Generat Avvertiser.

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Her Care-Spcfo held her by the arm, and that he might thew 
his afletion for the liberty of differing with fathions as well 
as her Grace, he wore a bag, fword, and cockade; a white 
coat, black waiftcoat, green breeches, and blue worlted 
flockings. , T'befe were the emblems of liberty, the very op= 
pofite to the court ; and their Graces gloried in the paraphar- 
nalia of freedom. No wonder, Sir, that in the pride of dif- 
tinction frem the- fashions of a court, his Grace fhould fo 
often.in politics vary from the’ King, his Miniiters, and his

From his Grace T fhall advert to his conttitutional friend 
Charles Foxsoblep Bay is violent itt dreffing againft the 
court—nay fo very obitinate, that I was aflured his hair was 
not combed for feven. days prior to the laft birth-day.

Nay his thoes befpoke the love of freedom, the ftraps play- 
ing at eafe over the buckles, and the foles buriting the ty- 
rannical ligaments of waxed thread which bound them as 
flaves to the_upper-leathers. Here, Sir, was a glorious pic- 
ture of freedom in drefs, a freedom not pradtifed by any 
great man fiance the time of the twelfth Swedifh Charles, 
that memorable flovén. .1 mult own, and you muft confefs, 
that to enjoy liberty in its extenfive degree, a man muft not 
be bound by any fathion whatfoever. Confequently it fol- 
lows, that all true’ patriots fhould defpife the drefs as well 
as the modcs of the court. 

Having now, Sir, pointed out the caufes of the national 
difputes which diftra& this ill-fated tountry, 1 fhall take the 
liberty of giving my advice towards quicting the minds of 
the public in general, and in particular the conttitutional 


difcontents of York, 


His Majefty (but I fear he won’t pay fufficient attention 
to me) fhouid. publith a-proclamation to the following ef- 
fe s+“ That as it is generally underitood, red heels, 
powder, pomatun, filk  ftockings, laced ruffles, long and 
fhort fkirted cvats;-with handfome wailtcoats, black filk 
breeches, and white acck handkerchiefs, have given great 
offence to all his Majefty’s oppofing patriotic fubjedls, it was 
his Majefty’s pleafure, in order to heal the unhappy differ- 
ences between the people in future, that all perfons who 
came to court fhould; have liberty to drefs in whatever man- 
ner they thought proper, and be adinittcd either in dirty or 
clean fhirts; and the further to quict the minds of oppofi- 
tion, and to prove that Government did not intend to fell 
Great Britain to its natural enemy, that an embargo be laid 
on all French and Spanith fathions, and that the weit coun- 
try dialed be the fathionable /anguage at court.” 

This, Sir, would foon prove to the people our gracious _ 
Sovereign’s intention of planting liberty in every part of 
England ; and_it. would foon foil.the interefted Patriots, if 
any there be, at their own weapons. Then fhould we fee 
all ranks vying with each other in real Englith tafte for 
drefs, and no doube with proper officers appointed to watch, 
lett we fhould deviate into any thing foreign, Great Britain 
might again fee the glorious days of 4//re/—at lealt in the 
drefs of her people.
